The Eastland had on board be- 
tween 2,700 and 3,000 human be- 
ings when it rolled over in the 
river last Saturday, according to 
an estimate made last night by 
State’s Attorney Hoyne. 

His figures are based on evi- 
dence secured from the contract 
entered into between the picnic 
committee of the electrical works 
and officials of the boat compa- 
nies and reports from his detec- 
tives. This evidence, Mr. Hoyne 
says, shows that:

Hoyne Seizes Records. 

The state's attorney’s men 


seized records and ticket stubs 
during the day. From this haul 
they got 2,500 stubs of adult tick- 
ets, showing that many human 
beings at least had been allowed 
to go up the gangplanks by 7:30 
that morning. 

Federal officials who counted 
the people as they boarded the 
boat denied last night that babes 
in arms and half fare children 
were not properly counted.

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CHARGE, HE SAYS 


One of Launch Party Tells 
of Fate of Complaint 
to Mansfield. 


An incident which he asserts throws 
light on the methods of conducting busi- 
ness in the Chicago office of the United 
States inspectors of steam vessels under 
Ira B. Mansfield was narrated yesterday 
by J. O. M. Seibert, 6465 Lakewood ave- 
nue. Mr. Seibert, with George Bray, who 
has offices in the Marquette building, and 
Fred A. Reed, 106 West Madison street, 
comprised a party in August, 1909, that 
crossed Lake Michigan in an eighteen foot 
gasoline launch to Benton Harbor. 
At Benton Harbor,“ said Mr. Seibert, 
“we were in the channel of the St. Joe 
river when the steamship Benton Herbor 
was leaving the dock. 

„ Realizing that the passage of a big 
Steamer like that through the nerrow 
channel would cause waves which would 
probably swamp our craft, we made every 
effort to get out ahead of the steamer. 

Law on Harbor Speed. 

“There is a law requiring steamboat 
captains to have their vessela in check 
while going in or out of harbors. This 
means that a boat should not be permit- 
ted to go in or out faster than five or six 
miles an hour. We were going at ap- 
proximately eight miles an hour. The 
steamer quickly passed us and must have 


been traveling at fifteen to eighteen miles 


an hour, 

„One instant we saw the bottom and 
the next we were on top of a wave fifteen 
to eighteen feet high, where the least 
move on our part would have resulted in 
our being Cashed to pleces on a stone 
wall of the harbor. One of the party 
suffered a physical collapse immediately 
after the steamer passed us, and there 
was not much ginger ieft in either me or 
the other fellow. 


Complains to U. S. Inspectors. 

“ Seeking redress, in the belief that the 
eaptain of the Benton Harbor should he 
reprimanded for speeding his ship 
through the harbor, upon ovr return to 
Chicago we lodged a complaint with the 
United States inspectors.

NO RUSH OF PASSENGERS 
TO ONE SIDE OF EASTLAND. 


C. B. Hadley Says Boat Was So 
Crowded Such an Action Would 


Have Been Impossible, b 


There was no rush of the passengers on 
the Eastland from one side to the other, 
according to C. B. Hadley of 1467 Ogden 
avenue. He asserts such action on the 
part of the picnickers would have been im- 
possible, for they were packed on board 
too closely to budge. 

Mr. Hadiey says he and two women 
companions found themselves in a part of 
the deck used as a smoker. 

We therefore went to the deck below 
and found the companionway between 
stairway and promenade so crowded we 
had to squeeze through, he said. Each 
side was lined with men standing. Halt 
way through we found persons coming 
from the opposite direction, but were un- 
able to pass, so they went back to let us 
go on. According to the laws of naviga- 
tion these passageways are to be as free 
from passengers as the aisle of a theater. 

From my observation I should say 
there were about 3,500 passengers aboard, 
and 1 find this to be unanimously con- 
ceded. At least every part of the boat was 
crowded to standing capacity. 

“It seems strange the government in- 
spectors should license a boat to carry 
2,500 persons forty miles across the water 
here while the same boat In eastern lakes 
was allowed to carry but 653 persons.“

Syracuse, N. T., July 26.—[(Special.)— 
Answering charges by Victor A. Olander, 
gecretary of the Lake Seamen's union, 
that the federal inspection service wes 
“rotten” and responsible for the East- 
land disaster, Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield tonight issued a statement call- 
ing on Olander to go before the inquiry 
and present his charges under oath, te 
justify his complaints by facts, and to 
make his criticisms candidly, not based 
on special interests. He said: 

“ The department has always been will- 
ing to give careful heed to any facts 
which Mr. Olander or any one else pre- 
sented. Speaking from recollection, he 
has been given opportunity, both ver- 
bally and in writing, to present such facts 
not only to the steamboat service but to 
the officers of the department also. 

I am not informed that he has justified 
any of his complaints by the facts sub- 
mitted. 
| Welcomes Criticism. 

The department welcomes criticism 
of the steamboat inspection service and 
has always done so, but it has the right 
to ingist, and does, that the criticism 
shall be candid, not based on special in- 
‘terests, and that it shall be founded on 
facts which are shown to exist. 

The department will welcome the full- 
est light thrown on Mr. Olander's rela- 
tions with it. The inquiry to which he 
objects is that which the law provides 
and which takes place as a matter of 
course after every accident to an in- 
spected vessel. I already have told offi- 
ccrs in charge of the steamboat inspec- 
tion service that while no neglect on the 
part of inspectors is now assumed, none 
will be pardoned if discovered. 

“Mr. Olancer will perform a public 
service if. instead of sweeping attacks on 


a whole service in advance of impending |. 
Inquiry, he will at that inquiry, under 


oath, show detinite facts to exist as will 
permit the department to deal with them. 
He has my assurance in advance that

Olander Makes Charges. :

DELIVERY TO OWNERS. 


Foreman of Construction Says 
Boat Was Safe as Built, but 
May Have Been Changed. 


Port Huron, Mich,, July 26.—[{Special.] 
—Some details of the construction of the 
Eastland, which was built at the Jenks 
Shipbuilding company’s yards here in 
1903, were learned tonight from the fore- 
man Wh had charge of the work. 

He stated that the steamer was safe as 
constructed, but that he understood some 
changes had been made after the boat 
was delivered to its owners. ; 

When the Eastland first went into com- 
mission much difficulty was experienced 
with its wheels and several times the 
buckets were thrown off owing to the high 
powered engines. He stated that the 
steamer was built without bilge keels, 
which are often used on steel, boats to 
steady them in a sea and which are in 
the nature of a fin on the bilge. 

In building steel boats the bottom plate, 
which is known as the keel plate, is 
heavier than the other plates and this 
fact doubtless gave rise to the rumor that 
the steamer was constructed without a 
keel. 

The theory advanced by men in this 
city who worked on the construction of 


the Haetiand is that, as the big crowd 


began to board the steamer, and she sank 
lower, the water was pumped from the 
water bottom to keep the boat off the 
river bed and she became topheavy. 

Another theory advanced is that the 
steamer’s shoe or heel was resting on the 
river bottom and when she began to 
swing she listed and water poured in 
hrough the deadlight«. 

The rumor that an official of the ship- 
building concern has committed suicide 
is without foundation.

CLARK ST. CARS TO RESUME

All north bound Clark street cars will 
stop on the south side of Lake street and 
thence proceed north, making no stops 
until they reach Kinzie street; south 
bound cars will make their last stop on 
the north side of Kinzie street and run 
through without stopping to the north 
side of Lake street. ; 

No passengers will be permitted to 
board the cars or leave them between 
the points indicated. 

In connection with the North Clark 
street service it is announced that the 
plan for testing the skip stop system 
by direction of the city council will not 
be attempted until normal traffic condi- 
tions In Clark street have been restored.

Fred G. Fischer Says Brother Offi- 
cer Sent In Alarm Before East- 
land Turned Over.

In order to have seasongbic safety at 
sea the first requisite is a vessel well 
built and properly equipped with the 
necessary life saving appliances. (life- 
boats); the second, a sufficient number 
of skilled men to take care of the vessel 
while she is afloat and also to handle the 
lifeboats after the vessel must be aban- 
doned. 

There are two ways in which this may 
be obtained. One is to enlist in the cause 
of safety a complete self-interest from a. 
financial point of view of the owner of 
the vessel. It the loss of the vessel means 
great financial loss to him, the tendency 
to earn safety will be automatic. If he be 
made responsible to the passenger or his 
heir for loss of limb, injury to health, or 
loss of life, the loss of a large number of 
passengers may to him mean bankruptcy. 


Lurking Peril of Overinsurance. 

Coupled with that the ship owner should 
be made to assume personally a large part 
of the risk that naturally arises from the 
dangers of the sea, by depriving him of 
any opportunity either-to overinsure or 
completely insure hie vessel. This was 
the policy of nearly every clyilized gov- 
ernment up to about 1850. Our laws iim- 
iting, or rather abolishing, the liability of 
the ship owner to the passenger was en- 
acted in 1851, and extended and made 
more complete, through later amend- 
ments or laws, in 1886, as I now remember 
it, and in 1898. 

Our present system of insurance is a 
gradual development from the partial 
insurance of ships and cargo toa simple 
gambling proposition, in which one may 
take out an insurance policy on a vessel 
in which one has no insurable interest, 
and the amount for which we may insure 
has no Hmitations in law. 


* Standardizing Boats and Men. . 


The only means of aseuring reasonable 
safety after the assistance of self-interest 
has been lost is to establish specific stand- 
ards in the construction of vessels, the 
equipment of vessels, and in their ma- 
agement, giving standerds of construc- 
tion, and stability, and buoyance not only

Laws Make the Inspectors Scapegoats, 
Says President of the Seamen’s Union 


of skill and number in the men employed, 
especially in the deck department, upon 
whom depends the handling and safety 
of the vessel and the handling and safety 
of the lifeboats. | 

The inspection service established by 
congress, presumably for such a purpose, 
is charged with the investigation of all 
accidents and disasters. In other words, 
it is given power, first, to make rules, then 
to see that the rules are carried out, and, 
finally to investigate any disaster that 
may take place. That is, they are given 
the power to investigate the results of 
their own acts, or the acts of others, or 
disasters for which no one can properly 
be blamed. 


Inspectors. Made Scapegoats, 

Beginning with the cenception that the 
vessel is safe when it leaves the harbor, 
the presumption of the investigators nat- 
urally is that someone has blundered after 
the vessel left, or after the vessel was 
inspected. As a result, licensed Officers 
are put on trial, and they usually are 
made the scapegoats whether they be 
guilty or not. 

Take the case of the Eastland. The 
captain knew the vessel lacked stability. 
He knew that it was what the seamen 
call tender.“ There is no doubt but that 
he knew that 2,500 passengers was entirely 
too big a load for it, safety considered. 
If he had ordered people ashore and re- 
fused to take his vessel out, he would 
have been tried and his license would have 
been suspended or revoked because of 
such action. Nothing short of the cap- 
sizing of the vessel would have been 
sufficiently convincing evidence to prove 
ite instability and the fact that it was 
overloaded. If he had gone to the owner 
and told him that he would not take 
the vessel to sea or out on the lakes, 
with 2,500 passengers on board, the owner 
would simply have obtained another 
master of the vessel, and in either case 
the captain's means of livelihood would 
have passed away. 


Owners Influence Appointments, 

Inspectors from the supervising inspec- 
tor down to the local inspector are ap- 
pointed either by the president [by and 
with the advice and consent of the senate] 
or by the secretary of commerce. In eith- 
er instance, the original recommendation 
and indorsement would come from own- 


ers of vessels. The influence that this 
necessarily has upon the supervising in- 
spector in the making of rules and upon 
the local and supervising inspector in the 
carrying out of the rules, needs no com- 
ment. Add to this the tradition of the 
service, that any inspector who is too 
active or who develops too lively a con- 
science in some way or another gets out 
of the service, and it needs no further 
explanation that the rules are inefficient. 

The same vessel may be passed for a 
certain specific number of passengers in 
one port and for an increased number 
of passengers in another port, and for 


still further increased number in a third 


port. 
Alleges Change of Attitude. 

It is true that the statute provides that 

the supervising inspector shall instruct 
the local inspectors in their duties and 
see that the rules are uniformly enforced, 
and yet all the rules are an annoyance 
to the ship owner in their general opera- 
tion, and therefore are protested against. 
while after a disaster the rules consti- 
tute his defense. The first thing he will 
say when a disaster has taken place is: 
The vessel was properly inspected, she 
came up to every requirement of the in- 
spection service, and if there was any- 
thing wrong with her I am not respon- 
sible.’’ 
The origin of this disaster seems sim- 
plicity itself, and may be expressed in 
one single word, ‘‘ overloaded.” Aside 
from this, she did not have the proper 
kind of ballast. 

Our whole inspection system needs first 
a thorough investigation and then a gen- 
eral reconstruction. Inspectors should 


be given definite and clear rules for their 


guidance. To endow them with powers 
of discretion is to put them in a most un- 
fortunate position. Every immediate 
pressure and interest is sunk in the wrong 
direction and made to work toard and 
beyond the danger line. 


Should Set Specific Standards. 

Therefore, congress should set specific 
standards. It should be the inspectors’ 
‘duty to see that these standards are 
obeyed and the ordinary citizen should 


de given power to set the law in motion 


by a complaint to the courts either against 


the Inspectors or against the owners.

That was the story of yesterday at the

All through the day 
a group of drawn faced men and women 

im chairs placed along the walle of 
the great hall and waited—waited and 
watched for the arrival of new bodies 
recovered from the waters of the Chi- 


cago river. 

The great majority waited In vain. Only 
fourteen bodies were taken from the 
river and transferred to the morgue dur- 
ing the day. Two other bodies were 
brought in from undertaking establish- 
ments, and one body, wrongly identified, 


identification of lost loved ones; and 
there were several watchers who col- 
lapsed under the strain of waiting; but 
the great, overwhelming tragedy, so ap- 
parent for the firat thirty-six hours fol- 
lowing the opening of the emergency 
morgue, was lacking. 

One entire family of seven was blotted 
out by the identification in the after- 
noon of Albert Sindelar, 8 years old, of 
4537 Jackson boulevard. Shortly after 
4 o'clock the boy’s body was brought 
in from the river. It was searched and 
tagged No. 743; and then the anxious 
relatives and friends who were waiting 
to view each newly recovered body 
crowded about. 

It's Albert.“ 

The words came from Mise Clara Dole- 
zal, a cousin, who in the morning had 
identified the boy’s mother, Mrs. George 
Sindelar, and on the day before had found 
the ‘bodies. of n 
sisters. The girl bore up bravely, but 
the wan face told better than words or 
tears the story of the tragedy. 


Identifies His Sister. | 

A young man who had passed two days 
and two nights searching among the 
bodies rose from his chair at the arrival 


walked to the side of the prostrate vic- 
tim, a girl just out of her teens. Hundreds 
of bodies had been viewed by those two 
weary eyes, and the youth moved as 
though in a daze. Suddenly there was a 
cry and he collapsed in the arms of a 
watching policeman. Oscar Hansen of 
2003 North California avenue had found 
hie sister Rose. 

And while the mourners sought for and 
identified their dead, thousands on thou- : 
sands of morbid curiosity seekers lined 
up outside the entrance and filed Into the 
ermory under the guise of seekera 
Checks taken at various. times 1 
that twenty-nine out of every thirty in 
the line were uneble to give the name of 
anybody for whom they were seeking: 
and they came at the rate of thirty a min- 
ute. Spaemodically throughout the day 
the police made efforts to eliminate those 
whose interests were obviously morbid, 
but as it was decided to leave the doors 
open, these efforts finally were aban- 
doned. 


Types of Morbid. 

They were a peculiar lot, thoge morbid 
onlookers. Some passed in through the 
entrance six and eight times during the 
day. Always they came, women carry- 
ing babies in their arms, fathers and 
mothers leading little children by the 
hand, and some even protested when the 
police refused to let youngsters view the 
bodtes. 

There was one man, unshaven and col- 
larless, who took a comb from his pocket 
and combed his hair before passing the 
bodies.

Yet in eleven months, at least, there has been no 
collapse. Unemployment has actually decreased, 
foodstuffs are plenty, two loans have been placed 
totaling $3,500,000,000, the second of which was 
taken up largely by the small savers and capital- 
ists, the costs of the war are being borne at home, 
and bank deposits are constantly increasing both 
in amounts and numbers. Fact seems to bear out 

the current superstition that the German people 
would thrive and prosper on no more livable a place 
than Starved Rock if the nation were put to it. 
The plainly ex parte statement issued from Ger- 
many setting forth the country's independence of 
foreign trade also insists that upon the declaration 
of peace Germany, with no heavy foreign indebt- 
edness and the increased number of factories, will 
be in a position to push its foreign trade to the 
uttermost, vastly increase its export business, and 
establish a more favorable rate of exchange than 
England, France, and Russia, who will be heavily 
indebted abroad. | 
What Germany will be able to accomplish 
after the war is another question, depending upon 
the length and the outcome of the struggle and 
the attitude that the now neutral countries main- 
tain. But so far the resource of German scien 
has made an astonishing showing. 7

FOOT AND MOUTH CAMPAIGN. 
YEAR ago the foot and mouth dis- 
ease appeared in a herd of cattle 
A. near Niles, Mich. The authorities 
were slow in discovering the dis- 
ease, and in the meenwhile a con- 
siderable number of sick animals had 
been shipped to the Chicago yards. In 
this way the disease was apread widely. 

When the authorities finally made the 
diagnosis and got busy to contro! the dis- 
ease they found that the live stock wae 
infected in a score of states They learned 
that the foot and mouth disease affects 
about one-seventh of the dairy herds of 
Europe every year; that it costs millions 
of dollars, and that it has such a hold 
there that the people put up with it be- 
cause they cannot help themselves. 

Should any government in Durope de- 
cide to abolish the foot and mouth dis- 
ease it would be necessary to plan a 
twenty year campaign of gradual repres- 
sion to reduce the disease toa point where 
a sharp, short campaign of total sup- 
pression would be possible, financially 
and otherwise. 

Weighing these facts, the federal and 
state authorities concluded that a short, 
expensive, compelling campaign would 
be economy for the United States in the 
long run—a policy of suppression. The 
campaign is coming to a close. How much 
it has cost it is impossible to say. Cer- 
tainly it has cost more than $10,000,000, 
But the foot and mouth disease does not 
exist in the United States. The last case 
in Illinois occurred May 1. 

Secretary Houston on July 5 issued a 
special bulletin asking the cattlemen not 
to relax their vigilance for the present. 
“It is highly important that the hopeful- 
ness of the situation shall not lead to 
carelessness, he said. 


~~ 

“The methods employed in fighting the 
disease were as follows: All infected anl- 
mals were killed except one lot, which, 
at great expense, was held in quarantine 
until the cattle became uninfectious. The 
reason for killing the infected animals 
was that it was the cheaper method of 
meeting the situation. The premises were 
disinfected. No feed which had been 
within five miles of infected premises 
was allowed to be shipped until it had 
first been disinfected. Four kinds of quar- 
antine were provided for. If any cases 
occurred in a district it was declared a 
closed area. No cattle could be shipped 
out of a closed area. No cattle could be 
shipped except that they were to be killed 
at once. There are no closed areas now 
anywhere in this portion of the country. 
When the diseased cattle in a closed area 
had been killed, the premises disinfected, 
and no cases had occurred for a short 
time, the area wag changed from a closed 
to an exposed area. Cattle could be 
shipped into an exposed area, or from 
point to point in an exposed area, pro- 
vided they had been O. K.'d by an in- 
spector before shipment and O. K. d by 
another inepector after shipment. No

area.

After a reasonable time the quarantine 
of an exposed area was changed to one 
of a modifted area. Mo cattle could be 
shipped out of a modified area. Cattle 
could be shipped into a modified area, or 
from point to point in a modified area, 
without being O. K. d before shipment by 
an inspector. Such cattle were inspected 
upon receipt. They had to be killed with; 
in forty-eight hours. 

After à certain length of time the mod- 
ified areas were changed to restricted 
areas. Shipping of stock into and out of 
a restricted area was allowed with a good 
deal of freedom. However, feeders and 
stockers could not be shipped out of « 
restricted area into @ free area. 

About the only quarantines now in op- 
eration are the restricted areas. It is 
hoped that the last of these restricted 
quarantines can be lifted by Aug. 18. 

Perhaps the authorities may decide to 
rid the country of hog cholera by a simi- 
lar plan of suppression. Perhaps they 
may decide to undertake a policy of re- 
pression of tuberculosis in milch cows, 
looking toward a campaign for suppres- 
sion to be undertaken some twenty years 
from now.

- X-GRAND VIZIER HAKKI PA- 
SHA, who, according to cable dis- 
patches from Europe, has just been 
appointed Turkish ambassador at 
Berlin, is one of the few statesmer. 
of the Ottoman empire who have enjoyed 
the educational advantages of a prolonged 
residence in the United States. 

He represented his government in this 
country as commissioner general at Ch:- 
cago throughout the Columbian World's 
Fair, and availed himself of the oppor- 
tunity to visit many of the big cities on 
this side of the Atlantic, making the ac- 
quaintance of a number of leading men in 
many different walks of American life. 

Ever since he has manifested a warm ad- 
miration and sympathy for the United 
States and for everything American. 

Moreover, he has a perfect command of 
the English language and is credited with 
keeping himself thoroughly abreast of 
conditions in this portion of the world by 
subscribing to scveral American daily 
newspapers.

Fifty-four years of age, he enjoys the 
well deserved reputation of being the most 
able lawyer of the Ottomanempire. He 
was for a number of years. the principal 
legal adviser of the department of for- 
eign aflairs at Stamboul, where he ac- 
quired the practice of tempering his ju- 
dicial view of pending issues with respeci 
for considerations of diplomacy and state- 
craft after the fashion of some of the most 
succeseful secretaries of state at Wash- 
ington. 

He enjoys the distinction of having been 
the first lawyer to receive the appoint- 
ment of grand vizier. 

Before coming to America he spent some 
time in England in a consular capacity, 
but does not seem to have retained any 
particular affection for Great Britain, 
being regarded at Stamboul as a pro- 
nounced pro-German, which is possibly 
due to the marked attentions which he has 
always received from Emperor William. 

He takes the place at Berlin of Mahmoud 
Moukhtar Pasha, who is married to Prin- 
cess Nimet, the youngest sister of the pres- 
ent Sultan Hussein Kemal of Egypt, and 
an emancipated member of the fair sex in 
the Land of the Nile.

Of course, the Almanach de Gotha is a 
German semi-official publication, and 
therefore cannot be expected to recognize 
things which the German government has 
absolutely refused to acknowledge.

Sergeants at law had to pay $15; doctors 
of law, divinity, and physic, $6, and gen- 
tlemen 52. 

When a 
duke or an archbishop married he had to 
pay $250 for the privilege, and, if he had 
sons, he was mulcted $150 for the first and 
$130 for each of the others. 

Moreover, people were not only taxed 
if they had married and had sons, but 
even taxed if they had the misfortune 
to bury either a wife or a son.

Sir Robert Moncreiffe, who at the age 
of @ went to the front in France as lieu- 
tenant colonel in command of the Sixth 
battalion of the Black Watch, and who 
has been invalided home, suffering from 
a wound received in the trenches, is head 
of the younger branch of the ancient 
Scotch house of Moncreiffe, but is owner 
of the ancestral estates, which have 
passed from the senior branch to the 
junior line. 

Sir Robert has many representatives 
ot his house and clan on this side of the 
Atlantic, among the best known of whom 
is his brother, William Moncreiffe, who, 
married to a daughter of the late William 
Conyngham Boyd, has the Big Horn 
ranch in Sheridan county, Wyoming, 
where he made his home for a number 
of years with another brother, Malcolm 
Moncreiffe, married to a daughter of the 
late Samuel Walker of Frankfort, Ky., 
Ronald Moncreiffe, still another brother, 
who spent much time in the United States, 
died a few years ago. 

The members of this branch of the Mon- 
creiffes are renowned for their good looks, 
especially the women, and the seven sis- 
ters of Sir Robert Moncreiffe were some 
of thé most famous beauties of their day, 

particularly Georglanna, Countess of 
Dudley, the late Duchess of Atholl, the 
late Lady Mordaunt, and Helen, Lady 
Forbes of Newe.

The Monereiffes trace their line back 
to the time when surnames first began 
do be used in the northern kingdom. Their 
family is said to have been founded by 
Ramerus de Moncteiffe, keeper of the 
wardrobe to Alexander I. of Scotland at 
the beginning of the twelfth century, and 
the lands of Moncreiffe in Perthshire were 
granted by King Alexander of Scotland 
to Sir Matthew Moncreiffe by a charter 
bearing the date of 1246, still in existence, 
Moncreiffe having been in the uninter- 
rupted possession of the Moncreiffe family 
ever since; that is to say, for more than 
600 years. 

Sir Matthew's descendant, Sir John 
Moncreiffe, who died in 1530, had two 
sons, William, the elder, from whom Lord 
Moncreiffe is descended, and John, the 
younger, to whom Sir Robert Moncreiffe 
harks back. 

William's grandson, John Moncreiffe, re- 
ceived a baronetcy from James I. in 1626, 
with remainder to his heirs male what- 
soever. His somand namesake, the second 
baronet, became involved in financial dif- 
ficulties and was forced thereby to sell 
the ancestral Moncreiffe estates to his 
cousin, Thomas Moncreiffe, head of the 
younger branch, who built the present 
mansion, known as Moncretffe house, and 
who received in 1685 from James II. the 
baronetcy now held by Sir Robert,

INSPECTION THAT DOESN'T 
INSPECT. 
{From the Milwaukee Free Press.] 

It remains for the agencies of the law 
to determine where lies the direct re- 
sponsibility for placing an untrustworthy 
vessel like the Eastland into commis- 
sion as an excursion boat, as well as 
the responsibility for such recklessness 
or carelessness as immediately contrib- 
uted to her tragic fate. 

In the meanwhile, whatever the guilt 
or innocence of those interested in this 
boat either ae owners lessees, or offi- 
cers, the public may well focus its at- 
tention on the federal inspection that 
licensed this discredited and ill-reputed 
craft for passenger service, that per- 
mitted her use as an excursion boat, that 
increased her registry and so tolerated 
her palpable overloading with women and 
children on the day of the disaster. 

In the case of the Eastland as in the 
case of the General Slocum, the iInspec- 
tion of the government has betrayed its 
citizens, has proved itself to be careless, 
inefficient, or worse.

THE EASTLAND FUND 


BY SAM WELLER. 
President Weeghman of the Whales 
has devised a plan. whereby Chicago base- 
ball fans can help the survivors of the 
Eastland disaster with no cost to them- 
selves. On Thursday Weeghman will 
turn over the entire gate receipts of the 


relief fund. This arrangement was made 
possible only because the Buffalo offi- 
cials, realizing the situation, consented 
to give up their share of the money to be 
taken in that day. 

Nor is that all that Weeghman hopes 
to do for the victims of the river tragedy. 
If the moving picture censors consent 
to the exhibition of the pictures of the 
disaster taken by THE TRIBUNE'S camera 
men, Weeghman will donate his park on 
any night selected and the films will be 
displayed there. For his park the Whales’ 
owner asks nothing. After the expense 
of opening the gates is cleared, every 
penny will go to assist the relatives of 
those who lost their lives on the EKast- 
land.

The group consists of wn 
Grande and Piccola, , 


Sacrifice All for Country; 


Face Poverty After 2

PARIS, July 8.—In a recent article I 
told about the high cost of living in 
France and the correspondingly infinitesi- 
mal incomes. The winter is going to be 
even worse, and I think that the French 
have now steeled themselves to bear the 
knowledge that there will be a winter 
campaign. 

I wonder how all these widows and or- 
phans are going to get on during another 
year? 

It seems as if there should be a fairer 
division of money from the state. It is 
hardly right that a man who gives up his 
entire business, to find it ruined at the 
end of the wer—if he has the good luck 
to come back—should receive a sou a day 
—1 cent a day! To me that cent e day 
seems almost an insult—ifke a father cut- 
ting off his son with G2 just to be within 
the law. 

And that thie man's wife bots 28 cents 
a day, this to be cut off if she takes up 
work! The man risks all, he comes home 
mutilated, blind, or a hervous wreck, if 
he comes home at all. ’

Whereas the people who stay at home, 
who work in the government or the am- 
munition factories ere getting more than 
they ever did before the war. The 
ammunition worker gets $2 a day—not 
much, perhaps some of you think, buta 
lot for France. He lives in peace and 
comfort with his wife and children. far 
from danger; far from anxiety... 

Shouldn’t his pay be reduced to living 
expenses in order that @ larger share 
might come to the wife or widow of the 
soldier or that the man in the trenches, 
braving winter and heat, shells and dis- 
ease, might have more than a cent a day 
to buy little luxuries for himself when 
he comes back from the trenches for a 
few days? : 

The state ig doing what it can to re- 
lieve poverty and suffering and doing a 
lot. But there are certain seeming un- 
fairnesses which can only be relieved by 
individual charity. ae 


— 

I feel very strongly that the United 
States from its safe harbor of peace 
should pay its Lafayette debt with at 
least money. Of course, practically every 
American in Paris indignantly urges war 
—this actual feeling of bitterness on ac- 
count of our pacificism has even entered 
the churches, so that last Sunday saw a 
minister of Christianity caustically criti-

tng our San and rde 46 
vocating war from the pulpit. 

The Lafayette incident has grown to 
such enormous proportions both in press 
and private conversation that the genera! 
feeling now is that he saved America. 
There is, indeed, I understand, a large debt 
in actual money, aside from the gratitude 
which the early United States incurred at 
that time, and which was never paid. 

Now if we do manage to keep out of the 
war, and whether we break off diplomatic 
relations with Germany or not, we should 
do something concertedly, deliberately, for 
France. You will anewer that much has 
been done and will quote the American 
ambulance, the Red Cross seryice, the 
Lafayette kits, etc. 

Of course, a lot has been done. and the 
French are radiantly grateful for it. It 
is not their habit to criticise, and so that 
is why you almost always hear remarks 
of praise and gratitude from them, and 
you have to know them very well before 
you get the least criticlem about Ameri- 
cans. 

We sit around and pride ourselves on the 
American commission to Belgium, where- 
as that is largely a British loan, and al- 
though carried out by Americans, was 
originally a German scheme, and is im- 
mensely helpful to the Germans. 


When there is some ne avlites catastrophe 
in the United States or in Burope. such, 
for instance, as the San Francisco the 
Paris floods, the Italian earthqu , We 
come forward quickly and generously and 
help. It is because this has been so long 
drawn out that interest flags. But, con- 
trary to the conditions in any of these well 
known catastrophes, the situation de- 
comes worse instead of better with every 
day that passes. 

This is a deliberate appeal for systematic 
economy on your part, which shall allow 
you to put on one side a certain sum as a 
sort of war tax. Because you don't have 
to pay that tax to your own country in 
tears and sacrifice you should devote it to 
a people which does. 

And what is Chicago doing for the 
American ambulance here? I don't know 
if there has been any recent announce- 
ment. but a month ago there was no Chi- 
cago ward, ambulance, or volunteer squad, 
whereas every other city of any size or 
importance has always one, sometimes all 
three.

MANY AIR RAIDS MADE 
ON ALL FRONTS IN A DAY. 


Italian, German, French, and Brit- 
ish Suddenly Become Active 
One Aviator Foils Submarine. 


LONDON, July 26—Renewed activity on 
the part of airmen of all the contending 
forces is described in messages received in 
London. 

An official statement issued in Rome 
says that two Italian seaplanes flew over 
the town of Riva on Lake Garda, in the 
Austrian Tyrol, and dropped eighteen 
bombs on the railroad station. 

German airmen attempted to destroy 
the Vistula bridge at Warsaw, Poland, 
but a Petrograd dispatch saye the raid 
failed, although a number of civilians 
were killed, 

French aviators raided a German mill- 
tary depot at Nantillois, northwest of 
Verdun. They hurled explosive and in- 

cendiary bombe and showered several

Slavs Halt Lublin Drive by 
Repulsing Austrians

GERMANS ADVANCING, 


LONDON, July 26.—The Daily Chron- 
icle correspondent at Petrograd today 
sent the following dispatch: 

“In the gigantic struggle now being 
waged on the Russian front no decisive 


result yet has been attained by either 


side, In the Lublin region the enemy, 
checked or thrown back in one direction, 
is making fresh attempts in others, but 
has failed so far to reach the Ivangorod- 
Lublin-Cholm railroad. 

“The Austrian troops in their advance 
from Chodal to Bielsice, fifteen miles 
southwest of Lublin, are suffering under 
heavy Russian counter attacks, while 
the German Field Marshal von Macken- 
sen, after flerce fighting on the broad 
front south of Cholm, has succeeded 1. 
moving his right a little further to tne 
north along the Bug from Grubechow. 


Flank Move Halts Von Mackensen. 
“ The Russian success in throwing Gen. 
Boehm-Ermoldi back across the Bug and 
in pursuing’ the Austrians right up to 
Sokol, and so endangering Von Macken- 
sen's communication, has compelled the 
German leader to detach part of his own 
force to relieve his weaker neighbor and 
at Sokol the battle has famed up with 

new vigor. 

In the north Von Hindenburg is grad- 
ually enlarging the scale of his opera- 
tlone. Even with the Narew river forced 
there still remains north of Warsaw and 
the Petrograd railway the strong barrier 
of the Bug river. The more northerly 
section of the Warsaw-Petrograd rail- 
way is, however, threatened by the new 
turn which the enemy’s Baltic operations 
have taken. 


Shift on the Riga Front. 

“No direct advance on Riga is being 
made at present, though in view of poss!- 
ble emergencies the Russian government 
has ordered transferred to the interior all 
factories, workshops, and stores of this 
important industrial center. 

“The southeasterly diversion of the 
Germans from the Riga front has led to 
the capture of Janiski, on the Mitau- 
Shavli road, and the retirement of the 
Russians from the line on which the 
Germans have begun an advance east- 
ward towards the Vilna-Dvinsk railway, 
while the objective of the German flank 
near Rossieny is probably the railway 
between Kovno and Vilna. These opera- 
tions are still in initial stages and the 
menace is not immediate.” 


Russians on Last Lines. 

BERLIN, July 2%—On a forty mile 
front the Russians are being driven back 
from the Narew river to their last line of 
defense north of Warsaw along the Bug 
river, the war office announced this aft- 
ernoon. 

On the Narew front our troops forced 
a crossing of the river, the official state- 
mem says. Furthermore, both above 
and below Ostrolenka our troops are 
siowly pushing the enemy back im the 
direction of the Bug river. The Russians 
are Offering obstinate resistance to these 
advances. Here also we captured about 
1,000 Russians. On the northwest front 
our troops are advancing toward the 
group of fortifications around Nowo Ge- 
gorgiewsk and Warsaw. 

North of the Niemen river the army 
under Gen von Buelow has reached the 
district of Poswol-Ponicwitz. Wherever 
the enemy has offered resistance it ha- 
been beaten. We captured over 1,000 
prisoners. The towns of Poswol and 
Pomicwitz are located about forty miles 
to the east and southeast respectively of 
Shevii, in the Russian province of 
Kovno.“

The above map shows the battle front 
directly around Warsaw, elong the Rus- 
sians’ first line of defense. To the north- 
west of the Polish capital, in the angle 
formed by the bend in the Vistula river, a 
marshy district forms a natural defen- 
sive barrier, with the forts of Novo 
Georgievsk dominating the river ap- 
proaches for miles. From Blonie, directly 
west of Warsaw, to Grojec, to the south, 
has been built an almost impregnable 
system of trenches and defensive works. 
The marshy roadless district to the north- 
east, between the Narew and Bug rivers, 
protects the city in that direction. Mili-
